A University rep was grilled over 
the U of A’s ability to gobble up 
nearby property at a Universities Act 
Forum moderated by Liberal MLA 
Kevin Taft last week. 

“Expropriation is an extraordi- 
nary power,” said community 
leader Anne de Villars, claiming that 
while different levels of government 
had the power to claim private land, 
government was made up of elected 
officials, unlike the U of A. 

“If the University has to expand, 
they could go to the provincial gov- 
ernment and demonstrate their need 
for the land. If the need was demon- 
strated, the government could use its

We're just 
getting back to an early-1990s 
amount of money.

Thiele said that while the provin- 
cial and federal governments have 
many ways to create revenue, 
municipalities could only generate 
revenue through property taxes, 
which Thiele doesn’t want to raise. 
Thiele believes that the other levels 
of governments shouldn't get away 
without paying their part of the bill. 

“The other governments get to say 
‘we're not going to do this anymore’ 
and they have the ability to pay off 
their deficits and brag to the voting 
public about the things the can do.”

And it looks like the anti-VLT 
movement might start to heat up 
again. In a controversial move, the 
government took back a share of 
gambling revenue it had previously 
given to communities. 

Klein's Tories abandoned an 
annual $50 million fund they pro- 
vided for local lottery boards that 
handed out cash for community ini 
tiatives. Since losing lottery board 
funding, mayors have voiced their 
displeasure by threatening to start 
plebicites or to introduce gambling 
taxes. Without the lottery fund, may- 
ors have little reason to keep the 
VLTs. 

Many of them also have to deal 
with churches and social activists 
that decry the social costs of gam- 
bling in their communities.

Fotheringham’s daily froth on the 
state of federal politics in Canada 
today. Inch by column inch, goofy 
commentary is invading the news 
pages. And if McLaren’s burblings 
on Britain’s burgeoning singles

Of course, this blight of colum- 
nists is nothing new. Opinion writ 
ers have been popular since 
Addison and Steele published the 
first“news” papers, The Tatler and 
The Spectator, in the early 1700s. 
These pamphlet-sized sheets deliv- 
ered gossip, opinion and the occa- 
sional fact to a London readership. 

By 1895, columnists were syndi- 
cated; mogul William Randolph 
Hearst's papers distributed a home- 
grown columnist from the San 
Francisco Examiner, Ambrose Bierce, 
to thousands of Hearst newspaper 
readers across North America. 

These days the number of colum- 
nists and the amount of space devot- 
ed to opinions and editorials in our 
dailies has grown. The Globe now 
employs 18 columnists in news and 
op-ed, two of whom (Marcus Gee 
and Paul Knox) are supposed to 
cover foreign affairs. The Star 
employs a mind-boggling 32. The 
Post comes in at a relatively meagre 
10, though there were many more 
when the paper launched. In 1999, 
an entire page was taken from news 
to beef up op-ed. Thats in addition 
to the space that was taken from the 
news pages in 1992 to create Facts 
and Arguments, the reader-friendly, 
news-lite forum at the back of the A 
section. 

“There is real value in the colum- 
nists,” says the Globe’s Comment 
editor Patrick Martin. “When you 
think of the Post, you think that’s the 
paper of Andrew Coyne, and when 
you think of the Globe, you think of 
Eric Reguly, Stephen Brunt and 
Margaret Wente.” Martin cites a 
reader survey the Globe ran in the 
early 1990s. Although columnists 
were by no means the most often 
read items in the paper, those who 
he them, aero intently, took 

seriously and most important- 
i eronaes with letters to the edi- 





costs $250,000 per year or more. An 
investigative series is less expen- 
sive—maybe $120,000, estimates 
Martin—but will produce maybe 20 
pieces, Compare that to the net 
return of running a weekly colum- 
nist: at least 50 items of publishable 
prose per year, for the low, low price 
of $40,000 to $80,000. Even at the top 
end of that scale, it makes very real 
economic sense to pack the pages of 
the A section with columnists. 

This is why we have such absur- 
dities as Marcus Gee covering “The 
World” from Toronto. (“Makes for 
less immediate coverage,” admits 
his editor, Foreign Desk boss John 


again. “Yeah,” he says again. “Who 
knows what we are missing.” 
Ian Urquhart, Queen’s Park 
columnist for the Toronto Star, 
defends his role at the paper, saying 
that columnists add context and dis- 
senting perspectives to breaking sto- 
ries. And so they should — in mod- 
eration. Writing a news or op-ed sec- 
tion column used to be a plum job, 
doled out to a time-tested reporter 
who had written up a beat for years. 
Such columnists relied on their hard- 
won Rolodex of sources, plus exten- 
sive background in the topic, plus 
daily reporting and research, to 
inform their points of view. Happily, 
this type of columnist still appears 
regularly: Urquhart, along with 
Murray Campbell, his counterpart at 
the Globe, and John Barber, the 
Globe's Toronto columnist, are good 
examples. But too many are writing 
about haircuts and pantyliners. 
“There are a number of under-30 
columnists now appearing, because 
everyone wants to appeal to the 
under-30 readership,” says the 
Globe's Margaret Wente. “I don’t 
think they have much to say.” 
Perhaps, but a preponderance of 
columnists at the doughtier end of 
the spectrum has its own problems. 
Chief among these is a tendency for 
all the Margaret Wentes, Jeffrey 
Simpsons and Andrew Coynes to 
bray together on the same issue, 
blowing even significant stories way 
out of proportion. How many op- 
eds on Paul Martin vs. Jean Chretien, 
the Aspers’s national editorials and 
Joe Clark’s legacy have you read in 
the past six months? Or take the 
Eleanor Clitheroe case. Clitheroe 
was dumped unceremoniously from 
the top job at Hydro One in mid- 
July, ina blaze of publicity about , 
free-spending corporate credit |" 
accounts on the public purse.

nelled fence. The walk leads up to 
the entrance where huge blocks, 
mainly of sandstone and some 
limonite, fit together without 

cement. 

The brilliant and delicate carvings, 
thousands and thousands of charac- 
ters, meticulously carved in bas- 
relief on a surrounding perimeter 
wall, form a work of art totalling 
more than 1,600 square metres. 
Delicately whittled in minute detail, 
the carvings dedicate stories to war 
and gods. Five majestic towers rise 
conically, patterned after the closed 
bud of a lotus flower, but look more 
like enormous rock asparagus tips. 
Angkor Wat is best seen at sundown 
when the sun aims its focused rays 
and gives the edifice a sacred, incan- 
descent glow amid the darkening 
natural surroundings. 

A stone fence over three kilome- 
tres square with five gates of entry 
encloses Angkor Thom. (Thom is 
from Thai “thom” (great), and the 
effect is indeed one of incredible size 
and ornate complexity). The centre- 
piece, The Bayon is ablaze with 
faces. The haunting visage of 
Brahma, sculpted on 20 extraordi- 
nary four-faced towers, soar all 
around. Moss and lichen add green- 
ish-black hues to the washed white 
stone. The religious clarity of vision 
is mated to a generally clean land- 


scaped setting. 


Popular Ta Prohm, on the other 
hand, hasn’t been cleaned up. The 
site demonstrates the phenomenal 
power of the jungle, where elephan- 
tine trees have grown over walls and 
pushed through stone. With roots 
wider than telephone poles, the trees 
wrap themselves around structures 
like boa constrictors on their prey, or 
like giant candles, the roots dripping 
and cooling like melted wax 

Presently, plaques and signs dot 
the area recognizing foreign govern- 
ments, NGO’s, benevolent societies, 
and individual donors for their con- 
tributions toward the tremendous 
amount of work completed to clear 
the jungle and refurbish the crum- 
bled portions. Unfortunately, trea- 
sure seekers steal statues and carv- 
ings to sell on the world market. 

The benefit of walking between 


structures — albeit far apart in the 
tropical heat — is the chance to hob- 
nob with the locals.

PEOPLE WHO LIBERALLY USE THE 
word “party” as a verb (e.g. “Me ‘n’ 
my ‘ol lady are gonna party”) just 
can’t get any respect. Case in point: 
long before the Beastie Boys became 
a venerated creative force of 
Buddhist funk-monks, they were 
absolutely vilified by both the press 
and po-faced emo-rockers as the 
musical embodiment of frat-boys 
belching ‘round the world. Why? 
“Fight For Your Right To Party”, of 
course. 

They weren't the first and, as this 
article will demonstrate, they cer- 
tainly weren't the last. 

“Exactly,” agrees Andrew WK, 
our case study on the subject.

that can be anything but a miracle is 
beyond me.”

Then, after being exposed to the 
“chaotic, intense” rock and roll 
scene of Ann Arbour (the same 
breeding ground enjoyed by Iggy 
Pop thirty years earlier), Andrew 
took his open mind to NYC where 
he developed his profound philoso- 
phy of the partying, or the Thing of 
17s 

‘I went to New York, the pus 
exploded and I found myself with- 
out any friends — not a single per- 
son to be in a band with — and I 


found this,” he explains. “This was 
not being something on a list I want- 
ed to do; this was everything I loved 


and wanted combined in one single 
thing, big enough to encompass 
every urge I’ve ever had. It’s the 
result of thousands and thousands 
and thousands and thousands of 
hours of hard work — not harder 
than any one else has to work, I’m 
sure — and incredibly good fortune. 
This wasn’t me trying to change any- 
thing, or make things better, or 
make things like the good old days; 
this was me trying to make an excit- 
ing song.” 

Like I said, as simple as songs are, 
after listening to the verbose WK it 
becomes harder to dismiss it as 
vacant party music.

Starr have crossed over from the 
underground into the pantheon of 
hip-hop royalty. 

Guru is, perhaps, best known by 
mainstream audiences for one of 
his alternate musical incarnations, 
Jazzmatazz. Whether by chance or 
design, through Jazzmatazz he 
exposed hip-hop to many who nor- 
mally wouldn't have listened to the 
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music. Fusing live elements of soul 
and jazz into the mix, Guru's three 
Jazzmatazz albums perfected the 
formula for what is now a hip-hop 
standard —jazz rap. 

Guru says that Gang Starr, which 
also includes DJ Premier, has 
always included those elements in 
their music. 

“But Jazzmatazz is like the 
teacher of the two,” he says. “It pays 
homage to the elements that so 
many were sampling. I wanted it to 
be something that made people lis- 
ten and pay attention to [the fact 
that] hip-hop is something that 
could appeal to people on so many

levels. That it wasn’t about just rap- 
ping — it is music.” 

Part of the substantial gain made 
by Jazzmatazz was that Guru was 
able to silence a generation of hip- 
hop critics who couldn't see the soul 
and the art for the samples and rap. 
His music is about evolution, 
change-ups and innovation. While 
he developed Jazzmatazz as a soul- 
searching offshoot of Gang Starr, his 
latest solo incarnation as Baldhead 
Slick is what he describes as a more 
basic approach to the music. 

“Baldhead Slick is sort of for 
when I'm angry and I just gotta say 
it, when I got to get the truth out 
and a bit of my aggression,” Guru 
says. 

But when asked which persona 
he prefers, Guru admits that neither 
carries more weight than the other 
— each reflects elements he needs to 
express. 

For fans, new and old alike, anew 
Gang Starr album will hit the 
shelves in the new year, and Guru 
says it will be another step in the 
group’s development. 

“You gotta keep movin’, I think. 
What happened to a lot of guys is 
that they got stuck in a particular 
sound or style and they stayed there 
— but the music didn’t... If you 
think about it, we’ve been through 
four generations of hip-hop and 
we're still here. We survived gangs- 
ta rap, and they don’t even call it 
that anymore. Premier and I, we're 
like our own Wu, just trying to put 
out music that resembles us in all 
our facets, developing our own 
thing while still remaining rele- 
vant.” 

After nearly 20 years of rapping, 
producing, touring and earning 
respect from notable musical peers 
like Pete Rock and Ice-T and even 
from Hollywood stars (Laurence 
Fishburne once confided that he 
owns Guru's entire discography), 
Guru is far from sounding too fab or 
too famous. 

One of his most impressive quali- 
ties is his immense passion for the 
music and culture of which he is a 
cornerstone.

Sounds of Silence 


Jay Farrar lets the music do the talking

SEVEN OR EIGHT YEARS AGO, WHEN 
Uncle Tupelo split, you wouldn't 
have expected that Jay Farrar would 
have to exist under the shadow of 
his former partner’s band. He was 
oy anointed as a “next-big- 
ing” amongst the critical elite, 
while his first release with Son Volt 
was heralded far and wide as a work 
of genius. 
But facts are facts, Jack; and even 
though we have enough sensitivity 
not to bring it up in the interview, 
we do have to mention it in the arti- 
cle. So this'll be our one and only ref- 
erence to said partner, Jeff Tweedy, 
and the long shadow cast by his 
mega-successful group, Wilco. 
And now, back to our regularly 
eduled article. 
Hell, on his own Farrar has done 
te well. He's enjoyed a great deal 
of acclaim, a large cult following and 
even had a top 40 hit (“Drown’, off 
f Son Volt’s debut, Trace).

“The ultimate philosophy is not to 
be bound by a particular label,” he 
explains. “You have to follow where 
the innovations are coming from, 
delving into different sounds and 
instrumentation, working with elec- 
tronic synthesizers and mellotrons, 
even banjos.” 

That is a commendable stance to 
take. But with Farrar stretching far- 
ther then he ever has before, it’s 
strange that he should choose to go 
ona solo tour at this point, right?

Edmonton’s orchestral scene multipies 
under Grzegorz Nowak 


Metamorphosis 
Opens Monday, September 23 
At The Jubilee 


EDMONTON’S LATEST addition to 


the performance of symphony 
orchestra music will soon make its 
debut in our fair city. Former ESO 
Music Director Grzegorz Nowak has 
assembled a stellar roster of 
Canadian and internationally 
renowned performers to highlight 
his upcoming Concert Series, enti- 
tled Metamorphosis. The series will be 
comprised of eight orchestral con- 
certs and two solo recitals. It will 
open on Monday, September 23 
with an orchestral concert featuring 
Canada’s newest virtuoso cellist 
Denise Djokic, who will be perform- 
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ing Robert Schumann’s Cello 
Concerto in A Minor, Op. 129, playing 
a $4 million Stradivarius on loan 
from the Canada Council. Also o1 
the program, which will be present- 
ed at the Jubilee Auditorium with an 
orchestra anticipated to be larger 
than the ESO’s usual core resources, 
will be Giuseppe Verdi's Overture to 
the opera “I Vespri Siciliani” as well 
as Tchaikovsky's Symphony No. 6 in 
B Minor, Op. 74 (‘Pathetique”) The 
six concerts, which will be per 
formed at the Winspear Centre later 
in the season, will utilize the much 
more modest chamber orchestra 
resources of 24 musicians. 

Originally announced last spring 
following Nowak’s dismissal from 
the ESO by its Board of Directors 
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and compounded by a work stop- 
page on the part of the orchestral 
musicians, the Concert Series has 
generated a lot of controversy. Music 
lovers have been wondering 
whether or not this new orchestra 
will erode the subscription base of 
the ESO. According to Nowak, that 
is not his intent. He sees his new 
ensemble as a bridge between the 
ESO and a more modestly sized 
chamber orchestra, thereby bringing 
a different repertoire to the audi- 
ences. 

“It fills the gap of the c 
orchestra music and [solo] recitals, 
which are hardly [heard here],” he 
explains. 

Lest anyone feel that our city can- 
not support two musical orchestras, 
Nowak goes on to note that, 
“Vancouver has the CBC radio 
orchestra and Winnipeg has its own 
chamber orchestra. In both cases 
musicians from the [local] sympho- 
ny and out-of-town musicians are 
playing in those chamber orches-

“| FUCKIN’ HATE CREED,” SPITS 
Blurtonia front man Ian Blurton, 

“ And [hate bands like them. They're 
the devil as far as we're concerned.” 
Fifteen years of navigating the gritty, 
snow-covered underbelly of 
Canadian rock has given the former 
helmsman of Change of Heart a 
quick tongue and a no-nonsense 
view of the scene around him, as 
evinced by his opening rant. 

“We're just trying to be as pure a 
rock band as possible, not fall into 
the philosophy of being a rock star,” 
says Blurton. “I think all of us con- 
sider that to be bullshit. The dude 
[Scott Stapp] from Creed is the per- 
fect example of a total idiot. His self- 
importance is just incredible and I 
think that ruins it for everyone.” 

According to Blurton, the prima 
donna behaviour he loathes isn’t just 
limited to the larger, more cutthroat 
scene south of the border either. 

“Unfortunately there are 
Canadian bands that act like that 
and they don’t have to,” he says. 
“The beautiful thing about Canada is 
there’s a wicked community of peo- 
ple all the way across the country. 
The web goes very wide and people 
help each other out. It’s great.” 

Bearded, long-haired, and with 
AC/DC proudly blaring from his 

van’s stereo, Blurton represents the 
old guard of the rock and roll men- 
tality and he sees no point in putting 
musicians on any kind of pedestal. 

“We never feel that we're above 
other people because we play music 
— we're basically plumbers with 
guitars.” 

It's this populist attitude that 
serves as the driving creative force 
behind rock music for Blurton, and 
he believes the decline in the genre's 
popularity may be its salvation from 
the insidious influence of Creed- 
rock. 

“7 think when things go under- 
ground again, they get more cre- 
ative,” he says. “That comes with the 
death of guitar rock, which suppos- 
edly happened a couple of years 
ago. When you're talking under- 
ground, you're talking poorer. And 
when people are poorer, they tend to 
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create more.” 

“We're not ashamed to be rockers 
in the age of the turntable,” he con- 
tinues. “In some ways we feel like 
we're playing an art form that is past 
its peak in popularity, like a blues 
musician or a jazz musician. It’s just 
who we are.”

That's not say that he and partner 
Paul Lamb don’t have an apprecia- 
tion, it’s just not what a lot of that 
island known as The Rock is really 
about. 

“There's a huge blues scene like 
you wouldn’t believe and gospel 
influences.” 

The two were musical friends well 
prior to joining a tour called the 
Main Event a couple years ago. 
There they discovered an energy 
that clicked between themselves and 
those listening when they performed 
side by side. “That was the first time 
we had been on stage performing 
our solo stuff together and had a lot 
of fun on stage.” That's when 
Tetford and Lamb decided to start 
their own band. 





“What we've been finding is that 
the cool energy we share kind of 
oozes out into the audience and then 
they have a good time and then we 
feed off their energy, it’s a vicious 
cycle.” Both have had solo projects 
that they may return to someday, 
but Tetford says he enjoys the results 
that this project has produced, and 
sees no real reason to leave. “We 
have the ability to pool our 
influences and it comes together.

Ina three-decade long career 
that’s gone from house-band gigs in 
seedy skid-row Vancouver strip 
clubs, to the outlaw country mecca 
of Austin, TX, to the mystical / myth- 
ical Borderlands of El Paso/Juarez 
and a million miles between & 
beyond, Tom Russell has built a rep 
as one of Country (Western? 
Americana?) music's great poets. A 
songwriter’s songwriter — the roster 
of legends he’s written and recorded 
with is too long to itemize here— 
Russell’s honest storytelling style 
and unadorned alto delivery have 
earned hima fierce fandom. 

He calls El Paso home now (as 
much as such a wandering guy can 
call anyplace “home”), and he’s pret- 
ty happy. “It’s going good, [like it.-. 
Y’ve got four acres, and it’s well 
fenced,” he says. “There's a lot of 
isolation — it’s out in the desert —a 
lot of physical work needs to be 
done around here. And there’s no 
music scene, which makes me real 
happy; I’m so sick of Austin, 
Nashville, L-A., New York —I can 
just write whatever I want out of 
here.” 

Lucky for us, the road (along with 
the royalties) is what pays the bills; 
he’s going to be in our neck of the 
woods for the first time in well over 
a year, playing St. Alberts Arden 

eatre on the 20th. Expect a 
straightforward, guitar-driven show 
where the songs themselves take 
centre stage. Says Russell: “I tour 
with a backup guy, a guy named 
Andrew Hardin who just released a 
new record — don’t know if you've 
seen him — but he plays folk and 
rock and blues. It’s a pretty rocky 
set, it’s not some folkie dude. So the 
set’s more edgy, more roots.” 
With a well of Bees oy years 

, Russell's got a lot of material 
to from. “I'll play some of the 
hits,” he offers, “some of the songs ! 
wrote with Ian Tyson, with Dave 
Alvin, lots of the stuff off the last 
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AUDIOPHILES REJOICE, ‘TIS FALL! 
Just as the TV networks prepare for 
another season of non-stop enter- 
tainment (Survivor V, aka: a reason 
to live) and the studios unveil the 
year’s last big batch of blockbusters 
ina final Oscar bid, the records 
companies have also awaken from 
their traditional summer slumber. 

For instance, EMI has already 
fired a preliminary barrage with 
the release of Coldplay’s latest, and 
it only gets better from there 
with... um... exciting... new... 
stuff... such as... 

OK. Fuck it. The industry still 
appears to be in bit of a slump. 

Not that a true audiophile cares 
anyway (the standard cut-off point 
for any collector's point of refer- 
ence usually begins from the year 
they first developed a covetous 
interest in their eldest sibling's 
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The new in the old

stack of wax and dates retroactive- 
ly from therein). And thankfully, as 
the world is nowhere near being 
completely converted from analog, 
to digital; not only is there stuff still 
in the vaults, but the botch jobs on 
first generation CDs guarantee a 
never-ending parade of reissues. 

Keeping that in mind, we'll 
bookend our first installment of 
reissue reviews with two eras of 
artists in the rock snob lexicon, 
beginning with the complete & re- 
mastered Replacements 
Twin/Tone catalog on Restless 
(Stink EP, Sorry Ma, Forgot to Take 
Out the Trash, Hootenanny and Let It 
Be). 

Before Paul Westberberg, 
believed his own ink (all that nice- 
sounding nonsense about being a 
‘bard of basements & bars’) and 
starting dishing out boooooring, 
de-facto solo albums under the 
‘Mats moniker (Pleased To Meet Me, 
All Shook Down), this was the shit. 

During the hardcore/ punk 
firestorm of the ‘80s (Black Flag, 
etc.) Westerberg and Co. were unri- 
valed for creating a pure pop heart 
within the beautiful mess of their 
defiantly sloppy and snotty songs 
(perhaps the one exception would 
be their fellow Minnesotans, 
Hiisker Dii, but they were basically 
prog-rockers who couldn’t play, so 
never mind). 

Now, provided you're not a 

newbie to this stuff (in which case 





























you should turn off the Blink-182, 
and buy all four immediately), the 
question here is should you bother 
replacing the original CD issues for 
these remasters? 

In terms of packaging, there are 
no additional liner notes or bonus 
tracks. The sole cosmetic improve- 
ment comes by way of the inclu- 
sion of the original back cover art 
(hardly worth the price, unless you 
absolutely need a photo of a 12 
year old Tommy Stinson off their 
debut EP). 

As far as the mix goes, yes it’s 
much cleaner and crisper, but part 
of the underdog charm the first 
time around with these guys was 
the way they sounded so wonder- 
fully crappy: 

Forget Stink, it’s a write off —a 
teenage- mangling of the Dead 
Boys. Kids were doing it then and 
they’re doing it now. Spend your 
ducats on the much needed sup- 
port of your favorite band of local 
punks instead—teen spirit pretty 
much smells the same now, any- 
way. Hootenanny and Let it Be are 
inarguably classics, but by then it 
was their quieter side that shined. 
No need to bump up the levels for 

the plaintive piano-bar punk of 
”“ Androgynous” or the haunting, 
feedback-seared cry of obsession 
that is “Answering Machine.” 

Sorry Ma... however, isa differ- 
ent story. It’s the bridge between 
adolescent rage and post-high 
school, a newly minted adult disil- 
lusionment. Westerberg’s resent- 
ment on “Kick Your Door Down” 
doesn’t sound the least bit dated 
when he sings, “ I got my radio 
playing /and it don’t sound like 
me.” This one’s worth a reinvest- 
ment for the benefit of an increase 
in sheer volume alone. Anything 





this angry has to be played at the 
maximum setting. 

Finally, if you've only just dis- 
covered Johnny Cash because of 
his Soundgarden cover off the sec- 
ond disc (Unchained) in the 
American Recordings’ trilogy, 
you've got some catching up to do. 
Undoubtedly, if you dug that, then 
material from the Sun years has 
already found it’s way into your 
paws (right?). But what about J’s 
lost period —When the hippie rev- 
olution temporarily rendered 
Cash's god-fearing vision of 
America uncool. The bulk of Cash’s 
career as a less-than-hip icon for 
ma & pa America was spent on 
Columbia and a whole whack of 
that material is finally getting a 
digital overhaul (Johnny Cash at 
Madison Square Garden, Silver, Songs

of Our Soul, and Johnny Cash Sings 
the Ballads of the True West). 

What can we say, owning those 
titles alone should keep anyone 
happy for a long, long time. Then, 
as now, Cash covered all the bases 
(the difference being that then he 
didn’t need the help of Danzig, 
Nick Cave or U2 covers to boost his 
appeal). Love, God, murder — he 
sang about it all and made you 
believe he had lived every story he 
told — from the man on the gal- 
lows to the sinner swept by salva- 
tion. 

However, you could save your- 
self some time and money and just 
pick up the Love/God/Murder (um, 
didn’t I just say that?) box set and 
get the neato sticky tattoos includ- 
ed in the process. 

Either way you want to go about it, 
one thing’s for sure: you can never 
have enough Cash. Ba-dump.

Hall of Fame movies? Ever had 
something deep in your soul stirred 
up by the sublime beauty of a 
Folgers coffee commercial? Do you 
secretly find farming... erotic? 

Answer yes to any of these ques- 
tions and you'll discover something 
for your satisfaction in Under The 
Sun. But if you aren’t up for some 
gentle, rural romance, this four-year- 
old Swedish film may feel a little, 
well, shallow / dramatic. 

Rolf Lassgard plays Olof, an 
oafish, illiterate 40-year-old virgin 
who has lived alone on the family 
farm since the passing of his mother 
almost a decade earlier. On a whim 
he decides to place a classified ad in 
the local paper asking for a young 
woman to be his housekeeper. Any 
ambiguities about his intentions are 
quashed when he asks for an accom- 
panying picture. 

Right away he receives a reply 
from a beautiful city girl. The hard- 
working Ellen (Helena Bergstrom) 
moves right into both Olof’s moth- 
er’s bedroom and his big ole mushy 


heart. Lucky for him, she even seems 
enamoured with his simple rural 
charm. It's right around this time 
that Under The Sun becomes a fanta- 
sy movie, because as much as direc- 
tor Colin Nutley tries to romance the 
viewer with pristine images of farm 
life — little insects crawling up an 
old window sill, horses drinking 
from a lake at dawn, etc. — there's 
just no way that Traci Lords look- 
alike Bergstrom would want to 
make hay with farmer Dorkypants. 

There must be some other reason 
behind her complicity in their dime- 
novel passions, and Olof's self-pro- 
fessed best buddy Erik (Johan 
Ulvaeus) wants to find out what it is. 
The younger man, who relies on 
Olof’s loans to support his horse rac- 
ing habits, sees himself as a world- 
traveling ladies man with an eye for 
gold-diggers. Having sailed to North 
America, he name drops celebrities 
he’s supposedly met — Grace Kelly, 
Charlie Parker, and Elvis — and 
fully indulges in the current 
American pop-culture trends of the 
late ‘50s. 

When Olof’s not around, he either 
antagonizes or hits on Ellen, leaving 
the viewer to figure out who's really 
on the farmer's side. : 

It seems that Nutley is in Olof’s 
corner more than anyone, and caps 
his implausible-relationship movie 
with some nagging unanswered 
questions and a big syrupy, “Oh 
yeah, right, as if’ conclusion. 

Maybe the director is just staying 
true to the story in British novelist 
HE. Bates’ The Little Farm (which 
also inspired A Month by the Lake), 
but the older, heavy-set Lassgard 
cannot be re-positioned as Fabio no 
matter how much he sweats it up in 
his rustic surroundings. 

When Olof makes passionate love 
to Ellen in the barn, a convenient 
hole in the roof drenches the undu- 
lating couple with rainwater, caus- 
ing the level of eroticism to hover 
somewhere around watching a 
nurse give Ernest Borgnine a sponge 
bath. 

Undeniably there's a sunny, feel- 
good appeal to this simple farmer's 
wet dream, but dammit, there's a 
good reason they don’t play those 
sentimental Halimark movies in the- 
atres.

BACK WHEN I WAS DEVOURING 
read in which bare-chested men 
in parachute pants battled monsters 
in Broff lands, this incarnation of 
The Thief of Bagdad was one of my 
favorite sword-and-sandalers, falling 
just short of Ray Harryhausen’s best. 
Some years later, the thrills just 
aren't quite so giddy. 


This outing certainly doesn’t hold 
up in the same way as Douglas 
Fairbanks’ silent epic of the same 
name made fourteen years earlier. 
The biggest flaw is splitting the titu- 
lar character into two separate enti- 
ties. The thievery falls to Sabu, look- 
ing far less at ease on screen than he 
would be two years later in The 
Jungle Book. But the little rascal is 
too young, and one imagines “too 
ethnic,” to play the romantic lead. 

The harem thus becomes the 
domain of John Justin — sporting a 
sad shadow of Fairbanks’ mustache 
— whois slightly less wooden but 
far more of a pantywaist than, say, 
Steve Reeves. The film suffers

immensely in shifting between the 
two leads; between the protagonist- 
switching and a horribly knotted 
timeline, you'd think it was 
Tarantino, not Scheherazade, regal- 
ing the Sultan with the Arabian 
Nights. 

The other glaring fault is more an 
artifact of its time than a fundamen- 
tal filmmaking deficiency, and that’s 
the lack of an enticing female lead; 
the princess is one of those shrieky 
Caucasians with their hair done up 
to look (not too) ethnic, and she’s far 
less appealing (especially when war- 
bling awful ditties in the palace gar- 
den) than either girl in Fairbanks’ 
original, particularly that picture’s 
evil temptress Anna-May Wong — a 
decided rarity in cinema’s first half- 
century as a genuine Oriental lead- 
ing lady. 

This film also boasts less swash- 
buckling than normally called for in 
tales of high adventure, and the one 
extended action setpiece, set in a 
mystical temple, is overlong and 


badly paced. Still, there is a fair share 


Along the way, Alison becomes 
the victim of the Glue Man, a myste- 
rious prankster who uses the cover 
of a blackout to put glue in girls’ 
hair. She becomes determined to 
find out who is responsible, enlisting 
the help of Bob Johnson and Peter. 
This odd plot point serves to intro- 
duce the various characters who live 
in town, all of whom appear to be 
living the stereotypical pastoral fan- 
tasy of working the land for genera- 
tions. 

You are invited to compare the 
complicated circumstances which 
have brought the outsiders to this 
ariciént village: The American has 
seen less of his own country, and he 
seems to be more accustomed to 
experiencing the world through the 
cinema, Alison is harbouring memo- 
ries of her fiance, lost to the war, and 
Peter is kind of drifting through his 
life with unrealized dreams 

Colpepper gives public lectures 
about the local history to the military 
camps, and he does so with a mis- © 
sionary fervour. “I was born here 
and my father was born here.” It’s a 
phrase you'll hear over and over, 
and it captivates the travellers and 
reflects a yearning for continuity, fol- 
lowing the old road, repeating the 
same pilgrimage that people have 
been making since before 
Christianity. 

The story seems almost nonsensi- 
cal — there really is no arc to the 
narrative, and the conclusion is 
almost a letdown. But that may be 
intentional: underneath the over- 


whelmingly happy ending is a sense 


that victory does not come through 
winning battles, but by taking each 
step in its context. 

However, you can put aside the 
sentimentality and the surrealism of 
the film as mere eccentricities since 


the film is beautifully shot in dream- 


like black and white. When you see 
how the morning light pours in 
hints bethewyinciows ih Folinoce’é 
hotel room, it’s more than just the 
forgotten grandeur of a suite once:

Rex Ingram’s gargantuan fanged 
Djinn displays a sinister side more 
suggestive of unfathomable powers 
than of a propensity for Robin 
Williams-style hi-jinks. And while 
clearly a relic of its wartime release, 
Conrad Veidt’s malevolent Grand 
Vizier Jaffar is made even more 
menacing by his jackbooted German 
accent, especially when he com- 
mands that his prisoners receive 

“the death of a thousand cuts.” 

Dated, but still reasonably excit- 
ing, The Thief of Bagdad typifies 
those long-gone fantasy epics whose 
opulence could only exist in the gar- 
ish, unnatural shades of Technicolor. 
Memory gives it four stars, this 
viewing gives it three. Let’s split the 
difference.

Vinnie has long since given up par- 
tying with musicians for a life in the 
affluent suburbs. 

On her way to Phoenix to find 
Vinnie, Suzette picks up the obses- 
sive Harry (Geoffrey Rush), a frus-

father. When Suzette and Harry 
arrive in Vinnie’s tidy world, they 
get no love. Vinnie is ashamed of her 
boozy, groupie past and is rightfully 
suspicious of Suzette’s intentions. 
But charming Suzette always gets 
her way and soon Vinnie is wonder- 
ing why she left the world of rock 
star blowjobs behind. Her dull hus- 
band and spoiled daughters just 
don’t understand the rock and roll in 
her soul. 

The lead-up to Vinnie’s transfor- 
mation is unconvincing, and its con- 
clusion is predictable. It ought to be 
alittle bit gratifying: Boring, beige- 
wearing mom transforms into wild 
rock chick — that’s good stuff right 
there. But if mom’s going to freak 
out, we need to see the particulars, 
with the tears and the screaming and 
the hacking off of the hair with the 
blunt scissors. 

Instead there’s a hunk of meatloaf 
pointlessly flicked at her poor, bor- 
ing husband and then, ta da, the 
bathroom door opens and there she 
stands with an unfortunate 1982 
haircut and mock-alligator skin 
pants. Thus, the cathartic, explosive 
moment of Vinnie’s transformation 
falls flat. At least her hair never does. 

Susan Sarandon as Vinnie isn’t 
believable. We never learn exactly 
why or how she gave up the party 
life, nor do we get any hint of what 
lasting influence Suzette might leave 
on her this time around. Geoffrey 
Rush, bless his heart, is over the top 
as nutbag Harry; his part in the film 
is unclear and a little hollow. His 
increasingly complex relationship 
with Suzette only confuses the plot 
and detracts from the central Banger 
Sister thread. 

Goldie herself plays the only 
believable character, and it’s interest- 
ing to note that she’s playing an 
older version of the character her 
daughter Kate Hudson played in 
Almost Famous. That doesn’t actual- 
ly make this film any good, though. 

A lot of trite sentiments about 
being true to yourself are tossed 
around, but there’s no meat to back 
them up. You always know you're 
in trouble when the philosophy of a 
film is summed up unironically in 
the climactic high school graduation 
speech. It’s a crying shame, it really 
is.

Certainly, it feels right to watch 
Apollo 13 on the big big screen. 
We've seen enough Mir IMAX 
movies and Shuttle IMAX movies 
and space IMAX movies; space is 
IMAX turf, and Apollo 73 is the 
biggest space disaster movie of our 
time. The slide from space documen- 
tary to space drama is smooth 
enough, seems to go click okay. 

Apollo 13, despite having been 
nominated for Best Picture, is a

“I GREW UP HERE,” SAYS BOB 
Baker, “so I have that desire for the- 
atre to be as exciting as a playoff 
hockey game. You shouldn't know 
who's going to score the goal, but 
you should care. You should always 
care. And the actors should be alive 
and energized and impassioned and 
the audience should be riveted and 
compelled, no matter what the play 
is. 

Why else, wonders the Citadel 
Theatre's artistic director, would 
people pay more to see a live perfor- 
mance if not to get something they 
can’t get anywhere else? 

So, on the eve of the Citadel's new 
season, Baker’s making ready to 
remind audiences that he’s been giv 
ing them something passionate over 
the last three years.To that end — 
and with an explicit nod to last 
year’s season-opening blockbuster, 
Cabaret — this season opens with 
Tom Wood's high-octane adaptation 
of Carlo Goldoni’s commedia

Wood's “huge visual imagination” 
— that he asked him to take on 
something else. 

Wood’s chose Servant because he 
had fond memories of it as a per- 
former. 

Nevertheless, says Baker, the 
adaptation — which transposes the 
story from Italy to the Yukon — is 
genuinely “an untried piece, 
because, even though it’s a classic 
play that’s been around for years, 
this is a brand new adaptation and 
it’s totally off-the-wall ... so we're 
taking a lot of risks, but at the same 
time, it is big, bold, colourful and 
energized.” 

And although he says he doesn’t 
generally like to talk in terms of style 
(Every play is different”), Baker

says he and his cast have had to 
invent a performance style: because 
the exposition is a little complex, 
things have to move at a fair clip; 
then, with seven actors on a large 
stage, Baker says, “the focus has to 
be absolutely accurate. So we took 
seven hours on Sunday to rehearse a 
20-minute scene. And that’s outra- 
geous. Choreography, I guess that's 
what it is. Comic timing choreogra- 
phy is our style. And that's to estab- 
lish a kind of comic cartoon... this is 
live theatre that has the cleanliness 
and specificity of a cartoon. 

“Audiences these days, with 
comedies they have such short atten- 
tion spans and they want something 
moving like that” — Baker snaps his 
fingers rapidly — “all the time.” 
Some classic comedies take time to 
build up to the comic payoff, “but 
Tom Wood has never read that book 
so he wants it to be funny from the 
lights up.” 

Baker shares that pedal-to-the- 
metal philosophy, and he thinks that 
he’s in a place where he can apply it, 
“T want to be able to program plays 
where the best artists that I know 
have a chance to do their best work 
for an audience that appreciates 
them.” Then he wants to have the 
fruits of the Citadel’s “commitment 
to passion” and “uninhibited theatri- 
cality” seen by a wider audience.

HAS THE CONFLICT IN NORTHERN 
Ireland become a tired topic? Is that 
why Bono has started to take on 
everyone else’s political problems? 
Mark Henderson, director of 
Studio Theatre's latest production, 
Pentecost, concedes that may be the 


case, at least when it comes to a topic 
for theatre. “There's a stigma around 
Northern Irish trouble plays,” he 
explains. “When I heard we had to 
read the trouble plays in my Irish 
theatre class, I thought ‘Oh, for the 
love of money.’” 

It wasn’t until he was actually 
introduced to the work of the writer 
of Pentecost, Stewart Parker, that he 
realized their value. “I was addicted; 
they’re wickedly, wickedly funny 
plays.” 

University of Alberta BFA Drama 
graduate and Studio Theatre alum- 


nus Aaron Talbot agrees. “When we 
started reading it, Mark said “You 
know I thought this play had some 
funny moments, but I didn’t know it 
was laugh out loud hilarious.’ But 
it’s really funny.” 

Pentecost is set in Belfast during 
the Protestant Ulster Worker's strike 
of 1974. It revolves around the rela- 
tionships between two Catholics and 
two Protestants trapped in an ageing 
house in the heart of the war zone. 
But Henderson sees it as much more 
thana simple war story. “It’s about 
our past,” he says. “It’s about our 
ghosts. It’s about the future. It’s 
about what creating life means... It’s 
about living life with the imminent 
danger of having a nail bomb come 
through the window and blow your 
face off.” 

To prepare for the show, 
Henderson spent his summer in 
Ireland, interviewing those at the 


heart of the conflict. “Stewart 
describes Pentecost as a comedy of 
terrors,” he says. “People | inter- 
viewed said that was the dominant 
emotional tone, that was the water 
we swam in.” 

Talbot plays Peter, a character he 
describes as “a lulu,” a’70s fashion 
plate who has returned to Belfast 
after fleeing the fighting. Fellow BFA 
grad, Adrienne Smook, plays 
Marian, a housewife fleeing the vio- 
lence at home as well as that outside. 
“She’s the kind of the ingénue in the 
play,” describes Smook. “But she’s 
more than just a set piece.” Talbot 
elaborates: “All the characters are set 
up as these stereotypes, the lulu, the 
battered housewife, the depressed 
jazz musician, blah, blah, blah, but 
all of the sudden they have these 
brilliant ideas.” 

Smook graduated last year: she’s 
returning to the Timm’s Centre for 


the arts. “It’s definitely not for the 
money,” she says. “For me it was 

I argely about this play... These 
things need to be explored right now 
to get people talking and continuing, 
on our healing process after 
September 11.” 

All three agree that the sentiment 
of Pentecost — what Henderson 
describes as a “coming together of 
opposites” — is still incredibly 
important today, if not as a reminder 
of the fighting that’s still going on, 
then as an analogy to how we deal 
with the present threat of terrorism 
right here in North America. “I don’t 
really have to walk down the street 
with the constant fear that the Al 
Qaeda will drop a bomb on my 
head,” says Henderson. “But I do 
have to live with the constant danger 
the government and media tell me 
I'm in.”

this one? I suppose the first thing is 
to mention that some of my senior 
editors at the daily scoffed out loud 
behind my back at the idea that I 
could cover this one on deadline 
without scandal: I overheard them 
slamming my ability to self-censor, 
tears running down my face Tori- 
Spelling- hiding style. Fair 
enough, though. Why should a stage 
review of two naked Australian men 
mashing their tallywackers for an 
hour include such words as cock- 
adoodles, gee-willikers and 
HOLYSHITDINKSDINKSDINKS? 
But to sum it all up, Puppetry of 
the Penis is Senne gross, man. Side- 


stepping the charm of that, it’s also a 
little tedious, which only stands to 
reason given the basic elements of 
sculpture here — two spheres and a 
bendable tube, plus a sheet of 
bumpy scrote. I mean, you can stick 
the penis inside itself and have it 
ooze out slowly, you can stretch the 
monster almost up to your lips and 
spread the tips to make it look like a 
hungry baby bird, and you can wrap 
the rod between the nuts, rotate hard 
and call it a hamburger, but if you 
don’t seem to be truly enjoying 
yourself that much in the process, 
what's the point? Thanks to a live 
videographer with a zoom lens, it’s 
like the surgery channel, but hairier. 

Blame my gender a bit, but not 
entirely: moments of silence and 
missed applause weren't unheard 
of, despite some good larfs and dis- 
turbing images. 

As funny as anything at this rub- 
ber-knob-turning were the tremen- 
dously skewed demographics.

Land-lubbin’ Albertans hop 
aboard — we're taking a fishing boat 
out to the North Carolina coast, to 
waters so distant that, “if the world 
were ever to come to an end, it'd be 
three days before we knew about it.” 
King Mackerel is the tale of a band, 
the Coastal Cohorts, who have come 
out for a fundraising performance. 
See, Hurricane Jane has ripped 
through the state and left the local 
inn in shambles. So like any good 
fishin’ town boys, the Cohorts are 
ready to do whatever they can to get 
the crab cakes back on the table, and 
music it is. 


Asa concert, King Mackerel kicks 
butt; as a piece of theatre it’s a few 
fish short of a catch. In the world of 
the play, the band is playing — fair 
enough. But there’s more to the 
script than just the songs, even if 
they are the unquestionable pillars of 
the show. It may be that King 
Mackerel is a working script; we hear 
the band tell stories about a bubba’s 
bad day fishing and about a friend’s 
“Hurricane Party,” but the perform- 
ers also refer to each other by their 
real first names and make reference 
to Edmonton. The stories have the 
exaggerated feel of campfire yarns, 
amusing anecdotes you'd tell your 
buddy, but they are told from 
behind the standing mics, with gui- 
tars strapped in place. The actors 
never step out of their Cohorts posi- 
tions: as a result character develop- 
ment is limited; whatever story the 
piece as a whole is telling is obscured. 

What doesn’t get lost, though, is 
the performers’ musical talent. The 
band provide almost two hours of 
solid, upbeat Maritime — or 
Carolinian, as the case may be — 
music. Cabaret style seating and a 
cash bar further the illusion that we 
as the audience are sitting in our 
favourite pub, catching a good live 
show. At the end of the day, that's 
really what King Mackerel is, some- 
thing to sit back with a beer (or a 
Coke), clap along, watch and enjoy.

Painting with Light 


Local photographer experiments with her form 


“The process makes it abstract- 
ed. I photographed myself at 
night with no light source, or I’m 
holding the only light source,” 
explains the Edmonton-based 
Watamaniuk. “It’s called painting 
with light. Everything happened 
in the time frame when the shutter 
was open, so if I moved a little it 
shows up in the final print. No 
computers — it was all in-cam- 
era.” 

Her prints are fairly large and 
all the images are of the nude 
body either under water or reflect- 
ed in mirrors. Because of the slow 
shutter speeds and her manipula- 
tion of the light, there is always a 
glowy blur to the photos; some- 
times to the point where colour or 
texture become more prominent 
than a recognizable human form.

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water and mirrors, reflections and 
light. The body becomes less sub- 
stantial and you can see through 
the flesh — the flesh as moving 
between the corporeal and the 
ethereal. And I like experimenting 
with the perverse chromatics of 
flesh, making skin tones intention- 
ally unnatural.” 

Following a tradition of female 
self-portraiture, Watamaniuk also 
puts to question the role of the 
photographer as image-maker 
versus the subjectivity of the 
model. The traditional paradigm 
of objectification by the gaze of 
the voyeur is collapsed into itself. 
“Taking a photograph is an active 
role, but I’m also the model, so in

a sense | am the subject as well,” 
she says. “It’s insular work and 
it’s a weird experience, especially 
in water when sometimes I have 
earplugs in and I can’t hear.

Aside from the convenience of 
having a model at her disposal 
during those odd artist’s hours, 
she also found that turning the 
lens on herself resulted in a work- 
ing process that was in itself an 
exploration. “When I was working 
in black and white I was pho- 
tographing other women, but also 
myself some of the time. I found it 
intriguing that couldn’t see what 
was going through the lens, kind 
of giving up control. I don’t know 
what I’m going to get in the end.” 

Asa photographer, she is excit- 
ed about giving up control. But as 
a model, does it bother her when 
the photos come out less than flat- 
tering? 

“T Jove that!” she exclaims. “I 
have lots of pictures where I look 
monstrous. It’s like a book I had 
about witches when I was a kid. 
[It] said how to stare at yourself in 
the mirror with a candle to invoke 
demons. You look long enough 
and your face starts to morph into 
something else, the image distorts. 
used mirrors to guide the light 
and sometimes that’s what would 
happen.”

Crazy for Cohen 


Canada’s favorite poet honoured in 
painting exhibit : 


LEONARD COHEN NIGHT 

With book launch and exhibit by 
Elizabeth Laishley 

September 21st and 22nd.

Development (U of A) 


LEONARD COHEN, THE LADIES-MAN- 
monk-poet of Montreal, inspires an 
obsessive loyalty among his fans. 
Other musicians have covered his 
songs, women find him ugly yet 
irresistible, and countless teenagers 
read their first semi-forbidden sex 
novel in the form of Beautiful Losers. 
Ata café recently, the coffee girl 
would only play Rufus 
Wainwright's version of Cohen’s 
Hallelujah over and over. And then 
there’s Calgary painter Elizabeth 
Laishley. S hae so far, created 32 
paintings inspired by his songs. 

An exhibition of her paintings will 
be at the Telus Centre on the 
University campus as part of 
Leonard Cohen Night, a celebration 
of the work of Cohen that organizers 
hope will become an annual affair in 
the style of Robbie Burns Night. 

Laishley is an artist as well as a 
fan, and she recalls why she began 
painting interpretations of Cohen 
songs like Suzanne, Tower of Song, 
Bird on a Wire, Closing Time and 
Hallelujah. 

“It was 30 years ago, I became fas- 


cinated by his songs and poetry. Five. 


years ago | was painting landscapes, 
but I decided to start painting what I 
was listening to, and it was Leonard 
Cohen. The music fascinates me. It 
was aba ee - 
ent areas of my life. It's helped me 
get overa lot of creat . 


ures are stylized, almost cartoonish, 
with iconic images from Cohen 
songs: “tea and oranges that come 
all the way from China?” Bubbles 
containing microcosms within the 
larger painting often complete the 
verses. Laishley is literally inspired 
by the songs, listening repeatedly 
and not setting brush to canvas until 
she feels exactly what the painting 
will look like. 

“Mostly I paint what | perceive in 
the songs. I see images, I never make 
drawings before I start to paint.” 

Cohen is famous for his free- 
wheeling 1960s existentialism, and 
his later conversion to Zen 
Buddhism. An angsty perfectionist, 
stories circulate of his writing hun- 
dreds of verses before editing them 
down to a more manageable half- 
dozen. Laishley tries not to follow 
his personal comings and goings, 
instead concentrating on the text of 
the poetry and the music. 

“| did for a while but it stifled my 
painting. | let the music guide me. 
My interpretations are not trying to 
do anything else. It’s the lyrics more 
than anything, but the voice and the 
music set the mood for the images. 
The mysticism in his ps —it 
intrigues me the more that I don’t 
understand.”

hypnotizingly fragrant plate of what 
turned out to be Ginger Beef was 
delivered to the next table. 

We staved off the worst of the 
hunger pangs with skewers of 
Chicken Satay, well-marinated and 
quickly delivered to our window- 
side table. This is a great people- 
watching eyrie, with an open view 
of the street outside. Greenwood’s 
shoppers, Commercial denizens and 
style-y teens wandered by while we 
tried to guess what we were hearing 
over the sound system: St. 
Germaine, some kind of movie over- 
ture album, cartoon themes and 
Jimmy Cliff's The Harder They 
Come soundtrack tickled our ears 
while our bellies rumbled 

After a short wait, we were 
rewarded by the delivery of three 
steaming dishes. We fell upon the 
Pad Thai like locusts, too hungry to 
remember the (spicy) warning next 
to it in the menu — no lie. The Pad 
Thai was well-spiced: flavourful, 
slightly fishy, with the throat-searing 
afterburn of good chilies. 
Fortunately, our water glasses had 
been recently filled, and the good 
mixture of veggies (including cab- 
bage rather than the usual bean 
sprouts) in with the noodles pre- 
vented the heat from becoming 


‘painful. 


Next to fall prey to our sharpened 
chopsticks was the generous dish of 
Ginger Beef. Randy travels to 
Vancouver regularly to keep his 
taste buds sharp, and it shows. This 
Ginger Beef is the best I’ve had in 
river city: sweet, flavourful and 
crispy with the warm aftertaste that 
proves the presence of good ginger. I 
tossed my vegetarian tendencies 
aside and fought for the last pieces. 

Finally, we turned out attentions 
to the Sesame Chicken, an attractive 
dish fried up with mushrooms, baby 
corn and — in the spirit of multicul- 
turalism, no doubt — zucchini.
